Work will continue November 7th on prepara- 
tion of the Crawford County budget for 1981, ac- 
cording to Finance/Budget Chairperson Jeanet- 
te Kitchen, who said the board decided to wait 
until after the general election on Tuesday 
before finalizing financial matters for 1981, 

“We want to wait until the results of some of 
the tax proposals are known before proceeding,”’ 
Mrs. Kitchen said about the board’s decision. 

The Budget Committee said another factor 
causing a delay was the uncertainty of contract 
negotiations with county employee, members of 
the American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employee bargaining unit. The coun- 
ty and union reached an accord on a new, three- 
year pact on October 8th, setting the financial 
package for members of the unit through 1982. 

In the meantime, the Board of Commissioners 
approved 1981 salaries for elected and appointed 
county officials on October 22nd a schedule 
which becomes effective January lst. 

Board of Commission members will receive 
annual salaries of $1,200 next year with an ad- 
ditional $600 per year going to the Chairman.

Voters in Crawford County flocked to the polls in 
record numbers Tuesday and joined the nation in handing 
Republican challenger Ronald Reagan a sweeping victory 
over Jimmy Carter in the race for the Presidency, 
marking the first time in 92 years that a Democratic in- 
cumbent has failed to win a reelection bid. Carter con- 
ceded defeat shortly before 10:00 p. m. eastern standard 
time. 

In local races, Republican challenger John B. Huss 
ousted Democratic Prosecuting Attorney Alton T. Davis, 
outpolling the incumbent, 2586 to 2277. Huss returns to 
the top law enforcement, post next year, having once ser- 
ved from 1973 to 1977. 

Democratic Sheriff Joseph White fought off the 
challenge of two opponents, Harold Hatfield, Republican, 
and sticker/write-in candidate, Arthur Clough, to retain 
the post for the next four years. White garnered 2448 
votes, Hatfield received 1588 and Clough, 875. 

Leo Lovely (R) won easily over Democratic 
Challenger Glenn Sawyer, polling 2969 votes to claim the 
combined County Clerk/Register of Deeds position, 
nearly doubling Sawyer's vote total of 1755. 

Republican Norman F. Parker claimed a seat on the 
County Road Commission Board, outpolling Bernard 
Maurer, Democratic candidate, 2581 to 1986. 

Republican County Treasurer Joseph Wakeley ran 
unopposed, 

The County Proposal (Proposition One) to provide in- 
creased millage to fund programs for Senior Citizens 
passed by 635 votes, garnering 2679 yes votes to 2044 no 
votes. 


Frederic Township voters turned down by a narrow 
margin a four year, two mill increase to support the 
township fire department, the proposal, Proposition Two, 
went down to defeat, 204 to 200. 

In the only contested Commissioner races, in District 
&, Republican Walter Nowak outpolled Democrat Donald 
Welser, 430 to 275; and in District 7, incumbent 
Democrat Andie Neilson won over Republican challenger 
Linda Harder, who garnered 319 votes and sticker/write- 
in candidate, Jerry M. Kraycs, who polled 79 votes.

A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING MEMBERSHIP IN THE 
MICHIGAN MUNICIPAL RISK MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY 

WHEREAS, Section 28 of Article 7 of the Michigan Constitution 
of 1963 authorizes units of loca government to contract or otherwise 
associate among themselves in any manner not prohibited by law or by 
ordinance; and, 

WHEREAS, Section 2 of Act 35 of the Michigan Public Acts of 
1951 authorizes units of local government to exercise any power or 
powers, privileges or authority which may be exercised by the unit of 
local government individually to be exercised and enjoyed jointly with 
any other local governments or body in the State; and, 

WHEREAS, Act 7 of the Michigan Public Acts of 1967, Extra 
Session, sets the criteria for contracts of local units of government in 
joint undertakings; and, 

WHEREAS, a number of local government entities have entered 
into a Risk Management Authority, having concluded that the creation 
of such an Authority is financially and administratively feasible; and, 

WHEREAS, the stated purposes, organizational structure and 
procedural structure is contained within the Joint Exercise of Powers 
Agreement and, 

WHEREAS; the corporate authorities of this public body find that 
it is in the best interest of its citizens that it becomes a member of the 
Michigan Municipal Risk Management Authority. 

NOW, THEREFOR, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE Board of Com- 
missioners of the County of Crawford, Crawford County Michigan, as 
follows: 

SECTION 1: That the Chairman and clerk are hereby authorized to 
execute the Joint Exercise of Powers Agreement and By-Laws of the 
Michigan Municipal Risk Management Authority. A copy of the 
Agreement and By-Laws is appended to and make a part of this 
Resolution. 

SECTION 2: The powers of the Authority, unless the Agreement 
and By-Laws be amended, shall be limited to those contained within 
said Agreement. 

SECTION 3: The commencement of membership in the Authority 
and the obligations created thereby, shall be effectuated upon payment 
of the prescribed funds into the Loss Fund of the Authority.

for liabilities arising out of the operation of its vehicles under the '‘NO-
